that this resulted from being pushed 
with the crowd over a hydrant." 

The genial. officer then went on to 
describe the incident from beginning 
to end, remarked on the kindly at 
titude of the students towards him 
personally and named many wilh 
whom he was on terms of intimate 



friendship, Captain Baker is undoubt- 
edly popular with the students, as a 
member of the Montreal police Force.

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1 h ! idol hi . havi 
paper maktn ; I y n-v. t < tt n 
I have ad [if - il cl usees in th 
stitutloni myself, and also in 
Uni'-rslty of Missouri which now 
has a college of journalism, 'lut I 
am free to confess thai I acce t d 
these invitât li ns in my callower days 
and since I became older I have 
learned better. 

Nevertheless, to oblige the Yale 
News, I, a friend of Yale for many 
years, will take occasion, after the 
foregoing truisms, to say that the 
more a man generally knows the 
greater will he his usefulness to 
journalism or to any other calling 
pursues. The more he specifi- 



cally knows about what he proposes 
to puisne the better will he be unie 
effectively to pursue ll -or to realize 
that be is not fitted for it. As to 
newspaper work this is little more 
I rue than as to almost any other. 
Several professions may be regarded 
as interchangeable. Journalism is a 
thing apart and when it is not tin so 
who seek to pursue it, as a step to 
on towards something else, do not 
let the root of journalism penetrate 
the soil of their minds. They are not 
always to blame, tor what is not in 
them will not or cannot come out of 
them, and can with difficulty be put 
In them tO stay there, 1 am far 
from saying, however, that journa 
Ism cannot be taught in a univer- 
sity. It can be and in cases it is. 
Swift perusal and quick restatement 
of reading matter can be taught, Es 
tim&te of the Important or the triv- 
ial in events can be trained. Knots 
of such estimate can be pointed out 
by those who know more about them 
than students can be presumed to 
know. The overt or the suggestive 
form of statement can be cultivated. 
The reali atii n of striking forms of 

xpression as distinguishable from 

he dull can be encouraged. The plain 
duty of seeing occurrences in their 
wholes Instead of merely In their 
parts can be both inculcated and il- 

ustrated. In a college class room 
this can l>e done, In a newspaper of- 

ice this must be done. A college is 
a better place for preparatory fitted- 

ni's.s for journalism than a newspa- 
per office is for collegiate instruction, 
ami a cultivated professor is a bet- 
ter monitor and a more considerate 
inciter than an editor or a news ma- 
nager when either one of t hem is 
more 'intent on going to press quick- 
ly than on being courteous, or pn- 
tient, or considerate of the sonslbill 
ties of others. V doctor cutting for 
Stone, or a dentist Intent on extract- 
ing or filling a tooth, or a general 
ordering a charge, or on editor go- 
i il- to press, concentrates decades of 
experience within an instant of ac 
Mon, and apprentices, ,,r students, or 
amateurs should make allowances for 
masters or experts.

'he questii n of editorial comment is 
too large for a eon Iderattpn already 
to. long îuçh comment must he 
e itcett to be effective. it must be 
disinterested end latrfofeic.

From a perfectly fair nud unbiased 
standpoint, the first meeting of the 
Mock l'arliaiui'ai enh bo regarded 
in ho other light than an a Liberal 
triumph, Final start to finish the 
Opposition scored all along the line, 
In tlif first plan 1 the Speech from 
the Throne was a fiasco. Never in 
history bas ., feebler policy boon i nt 
forward with such conftaeni effront- 
ery by a Canadian Ministry. The 
Naval Question, on which ibis whole 
campaign hinges, was side-stepped 
with n brazen coolness which coin- 
pels admiration. 

An Imperial Council was suggest- 
ed in a vague, shadowy ami un- 
certain way, which is typical, not 
only nf the Conservative policy, but 
of the brains (if such there be) from 
Which it emanated. For the rest, 
the speech stated, that the Govern-: 
ment is going to make the Country 
very prosperous and very happy, by 
what methods we were not told, ex- 
cept from one point which stood 
out sufficiently clear, namely, that 
our poor, weak manufacturers are 
going to be jolly well protected, and 
given ample opportunity to dive 
their greedy hands into the pockets 
of the long suffering consumer. The 
one strong plank m tin- Conservative 
platform, freer trade within the em 
pire, was pirate! verbatim from the 
Liberal policy us heretofore publish- 
ed. 

it is Indeed a scandal and (l shame 
that a Prince of the Bipod Royal 
should bave bad to read such an ab- 
surd address. His Royal Highness 
must bave felt his position keenly 
in being forced by the inks of con- 
vention to recite the ridiculous riga- 
marole which bis ministers saw fit 
to submit to him. Sir, yoil have the 
heartfelt sympathy of all Liberals. 
You shall receive no such treatment 
at our bands, when in the near fu- 
ture we once again take up tho reins 
of power for fifteen more years of 
prosperity. 

The acceptance of the speech from 
the throne was moved by Mr. Com- 
missioner Walsh. Any expectations 

that Mr. Walsh would elucidate or 
rather lack of policy, were promptly 
crushed; for Mr. Walsh's speech con 
sisted of a long-winded and vindic- 
tive attack on the late Liberal Gov- 
ernment for alleged, but absolutely 
unpioven, maladministration. Mr, 
Walsh's speech contained no Leaven 
of genial humor which might have 
served to relieve the bitter taste it 
left in the month. His speech may 
be well described as one long-drawn- 
out clot of mud, which Mr. Walsh 
burled at the Liberal party. It is 
perhaps needles; to add that Mr. 
Walsh has a glass arm, and that 
his shot went wild, 

Mr. McConnell, the seconder, bil- 
lowed. Here again a saving sense of 
humor might have secured the Con- 
servative speaker from several tacti- 
cal blunders.

In (act the only humor furnished 
by the Conservative ride was the ten 
tko rebuke administered by the Min- 
ister of Militia (Mr. Clnwson) to sov 
oral of his fellow members for Blilok 
iug. Tins was certainly very funny. 

Hut what a delightful contrast to 
these long-winded spiels was afford- 
ed by the Liberal speakers, Messrs. 
Matbewson and Hugh Griffith, Their 
speeches were very properly describ- 
ed by a Socialist member as the 
speeches of the .evening. The Liberal 
speakers confined themselves to an 
attack upon the conglomeration of 
diverse elements with which Premier 
MucNnughtou has surrounded him- 
t self, a field which offers wide scope 
. for caustic humor and the possiblli 
ties of which Messrs. Muthowson and 
Griffith took advantage of to the 
fullest extent. Mr. Mathcwsou's genial 
method of tolling the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries (Mr. Farthing) 
that hi' is an old reprobate with- 
out coming under the ban of the 
speaker; Ins calling tor, h Conserva- 
tive cheers by praising the Premier, 
ami then freezing the grins on their 
faces by remarking what a refreshing 
contrast he is to the rest of the 
party, and his witty attack on the 
Nationalists i in both English and 
, French) could only he paralleled by 
Mr. Griffith's excruciatingly funny 
similes about the Alliance, and his 
pointed references to the rather 
shady careers of the various mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. Not only the 
Liberal benches bill t hi' audience were 
kept m a continued roar of laughter 
and applause at the clever t|Ulps of 

the Opposition speakers, while the 
gloomy ami sour faces of the Cabin- 
et, their frequent indignant protests 
very properly squelched by the 
peaker) and the ill-suppressed snick- 
ers of their own back-benchers, af- 
forded sufficient evidence that the r 
opponents' points were driven home. 

Gentlehun, if you wish to sp nd an 
veiling each week m hourty bl ighter 
at til.' discomfiture of your oppon- 
ents, join the Liberal Party if on 
the other hand you wish to spend 
an evening of deep and besetting 
gloom, with despair at heart, and a 
wretched imitation of cheerfulness on 
your face, why do the other thing.

ed to impersonate the Governor, He 
arrived in due tune attired in all the 
regalia of his high oITlco, The vnri 
oils parties entered the ball an I si at 
ed themselves in their respective sec 
lions. A blare o! bugles and the reg- 
ular beat of the drums announced the 
Governor's approach. The Hons, 
arose and tho Governor took his seat. 
His Royal Highness then asked 
whether or not the House bad elect 
ed a Speaker. On learning that as 
yet 110 choire had been made. the 

Governor withdrew, on tho motion 
of Hon., the Winister ,,f Marine, Mr. 
Newcombc (W. Ottawa) was nominat- 
ed for tin. Speakership. The Hon.. 
the leader of the Opposition seconded 

the motion and tin nination was 

sustained, notwithstanding some ir 
relevant object b ns from the ranks 
Of the Socialists. The Speaker elect 
took bis scat amidst pi ol, n red ap- 
plause and m a few well-chosen words 
t h linked the House for (he honour ex- 
tended to him. The Speaker then left 
the chair in order to permit the Gov 
ornor-General in perform his tradi- 
tional function of reading the speech 
from the Throne. The Governor en 
to red in full slate ami was receive I 
with many rounds of applause. II" 
read the Speech clearly and without 
hesitation. It was as follows: 

"GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE 
OF COMMONS:— It is with a feeling 
of the mo t Intense satisfaction that 
I meet for tho first lime the Pnrlin 
ment of Canada, and avail myself of 

your invaluable advice and as>ist 
ance m the fulfillment ,.f the high 
Charge which has been entrusted to 
me by His Majesty, the King. 

"1 can most positively assure you 
thai 1 esteem n I he highest h n '111 
and privilege possible to be called 
upon t,, administer the affairs of this, 
tbi' most important section of the 
British Empire. It affords me great 
plcasuse to congratulate you upon 
the prospect that the volume of trade 
during Hie coming year both with 
British and foreign countries prom- 
ises to be greatly in excess of th ii 
ever heretofore attained. 

"The manifold benefits that would 
accrue from a wider exchange of pro 
ducts between the various countries 
ol the Empire are .undoubted, and ne- 
gotiations have been apeneil for lm 
proved trade relations which should 
prove equally advantageous to those 
colonies, and the Motherland as well 
as to this Dominion. 

"In a country possessing so lait;'' 
an area of extremely fertile laud as 
'hit with which i nnadn is happily 
endowed, it is essential to recognize 

that as yet the great baeic industry 
is agriculture. My advisers are eon 
vin ed that the time has come when 
greater aid and encouragement should 
be given to those who are engaged in 
the cult ival ion of the soil. 

"With this object in view, a mens 
lire will be introduced by means of 
which it is hoped that there may be 
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Canadian industries m order th it 
they may not be placed in jco. aidy 
by foreign competitors. 

"Negotiations have also been en- 
tered into with Great Britain i nd the 

olonies uf the Empire regard. ng the 

stabllshment of an Imperial i mail 

i Parllam?nt consisting ol colonial 
and British representatives, whose 
duty it shall be h, legislate exclusive- 
ly concerning Imperial affairs. A 

aval bill extremely comprehensive in 

COpe and detail will be introduced 
early in the sestiou. Hills will also 
be laid before yoil With respect to 

in- Department of Immigration, Mi- 
litia and othor subjects; while < i 

missions will be appointed to investi 
gate the waterways scheme, the con 
s. ruction of tin. Transcontinental

"The selection of the best route for
